His p a r t y , he says, is the 
party of the American dream —the reposi­ 
tory of all our great hopes. According to 
Mr, Trum an, this is not only true now; it 
has always been so. 
Apparently Mr. Trum an conceives of an 
opposition party as one which merely shall 
wrve as a check upon the mistakes and ex­ 
cesses of a continuously dominant Demo­ 
cratic party. 
It's hard to read any other 
meaning into his words. 
But tolerance of a ‘'loyal opposition” is 
not endorsement of the tw o-party system.

Warns Against Drifting 
H ere is Churchill in th e House 
in 1948: “ I will only v en tu re now 
to say that there seems to m e to 
be a very real danger in going on 
drifting too long. I believe that 
tho best chance of preventing a 
w ar is to bring m atters to a head 
and to come to a settlem ent with 
the Soviet governm ent before it is 
too late 
We may be absolutely 
sure that 
the 
present 
situation 
cannot last. There are very grave 
dangers— that is all L a m going to 
say today—in letting 
everything 
ru n on and pile up 
until 
som e­ 
thing happens, and it passes, all 
of a sudden, out of your control.” 
And again in d ecem ber of 1948: 
“ Finally, I wish to say one word 
— and it shall only be a very brief 
one— about the greatest 
topic 
of 


all which overhangs our m inds— 
o u r relations w ith Soviet Russia. I 
fr e qu en tly have advised th at

should endeavor to reach a settle­

Stamp Collectors Ask 
For Flight Covers 


W h ile air mail 
route 
no. 
86, 
scheduled to be inaugurated on 
Ju n e I hero, is a source of satis­ 
faction to local post o "'ice patrons 
who appreciate faster m ail serv­ 
ice: it w ill be the stamp collectors 
who take over 
the 
first 
flights 
north and south. 
A “ first'’ of any kind is of par­ 
ticular interest to a hobbyist and 
to the stamp collector, especially 
one who specializes in air mail 
covers, a first filght is just about 
tops. It is this interest that has 
been one of the leading factors in 
making the application of special 
cachets to first flight mail regular 
post office practice. 
The thousands of stamp collec­ 
tors who have sent covers and re­ 
quested first flight 
cachets 
and 
service are from all parts of the 
United States. Canada and even 
from Cuba. The new service to 
Escanaba, in the eyes 
of 
stamp 
collectors is two flights, one on 
W isconsin 
Central's 
flight 
23 
north and the other on flight 24 
south. 
Most 
collectors 
request 
first flight covers on both flights. 
A quick look through the heap 
of covers at the post office here 
aw aiting the first flight date re­ 
veals the imagination brought in­ 
to p la y by the collectors. Although 
current 
airm ail 
embossed 
en­ 
velopes and airm ail stamps are 
used in most cases, there 
is 
a 
sprinkling of 
other 
items 
that 
would arouse the e n v y of most 
any stamp collector. 
Esp ecially popular for this oc­ 
casion are the M ic hig a n c e n t e n a r y 
stamps that were issued in 1935. 
They are used on the covers in 
plate 
number and 
plain 
blocks 
and pairs. M any other commemo­ 
rative stamps arc also used with 
the Washington 
bicentennials 
of 
1932 being not 
e by the fre­ 
quency w ith which they appear in 
various combinations. Most of the 
airm ail stamps and envelopes is- 
sdued by the United States for 
the past 15 years are w ell repre­ 
sented. M any of the collectors are 
using the 4 cents airm ail cards 
recently introduced by the
